This was the beginning of a 
long story of protest by Rommel 
on German bureaucratic failures 
to supply the military which, 
finally, was to cause a long, 
green car to drive up to the 
home of the wounded Rommel. 
From it stepped two officers in 
Nazi uniforms. 


Drama 

Young Manfred Rommel, his 
17-year-old son, saw his father 
receive them. Thirty minutes 
later they left. He then saw his 
father mount the stairs to Mrs. 
Rommel’s room. Later his father 
returned and said with great 
calmness that he had just had to 
tell his wife that he, Rommel, 
would soon be dead but that by 
so doing he could save his fam- 
ily from retaliation from Hitler. 
It was all planned, he said. The 
car soon would return. 

He would get in it and would 
take the poison which had been 
handed him, and which would 
bring death in three seconds. 
_The officers would then announce 
that General Rommel had died 
of a heart attack. 

' And so it happened. 
- This is the ninth anniversary 
of the fateful Allied landing on 
the Normandy beaches, which 
began in the dark pre-dawn hours 
of June 6, 1944. The German side 
of it, from a man whose plans to 
fortify Normandy had been reject- 
ed, may be read in the lately 
published volume of ‘‘The Rom- 
mel Papers.”’ 


Lesson 


There are lessons for us in 
there, too. We are reminded of 
them as bureaucrats, including 
Secretary of Defense Wilson and 
his. aide, Roger Keyes, dogmati- 
cally state what the Russians are 
going to do in the way of warfare 
and air attack, and also, as they 
dishonestly use the present in- 
creases in air strength, growing 
out of thé past administraticn’s 
appropriations for increase, as 
evidence that a drastic slash 
now can be made.

In Berlin theré were always 
bureaucratic experts, close to 
Hitler, who kept telling him what 
the army and the air force need- 
ed and assuring him that the 
generals always asked for too 
much.

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Don’t Starve 
The State Patrol 


Of all the sad words we’ve heard 
in Georgia recently, the saddest are 
those from Col. W. C. Dominy, director 
of the Department of Public Safety, 
saying that a cut of $156,000 from the 
State Patrol Budget ‘“‘certainly will pre- 
vent us from going ahead with plans 
for expansion and improvement.” 

The cut had been ordered by the 
department in keeping with the current 
economy drive in state government. 

We deem it unwise. 

We know that the state revenue is 
down and that the Capitol must pinch 
pennies. But to do so in the State Pa- 
trol strikes us as being penny wise and 
pound foolish. It’s false economy, what 
with highway accidents costing the state 
hundreds in human lives and millions 
in dollars of property damage. 

Not many months ago the General 
Assembly was considering the addition 
of 100 men to the Patrol, something 
that everyone recognizes as desirable, 
but which the administration says we 
can’t afford. We are talking, too, about 
raising the training standard of the 
Patrol and increasing its efficiency. By 
all yardsticks the Georgia Patrol 1s 
understaffed. 

And now comes an order by Colonel 
Dominy’s own admission cutting the 
vital work of the Patrol to the bone. It 
hurts. It shouldn’t be. 

Governor Talmadge pledged that the 
economy drive would not affect Battey 
Hospital nor lower the standard in edu- 
cation. It’s too bad he didn’t extend 
the coverage to public safety. 

Like Battey, the State Patrol is set 
up to save lives. Georgia’s long-range 
future depends upon its schools, but 
the immediate future of every citizen 
may well depend on the efficiency and 
vigilance of its highway patrol. 

Let the Patrol eliminate unnecessary 
‘expense — every agency should — but 
please let it keep the cash it saves and 
transfer it to necessary functions. Don’t 
take it away. It’s like taking food from 
a child already undernourished. 
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War on Boll Weevil 
Should Begin Now 


Agricultural experts are warning 
Georgia farmers that boll weevils are 
present in large numbers on young 
cotton in many areas of the state. And 
now is the time to begin a determined 
battle to prevent their destruction of 
much of this year’s crop. 

Weevils that appear in young cotton 
now are emerging from winter hiber- 
nation. If they are killed before they 
lay their eggs in the squares of .young 
cotton, their thousands of young will 
not be a problem later. Each weevil 
that lives is the forebear of thousands 
more before the season ends. 

Entomologist C. R. Jordan of the 
University of Georgia Extension Service 
said farmers should begin using poison 
at the first signs of infestation. The 
first application should be made before 
the largest cotton squares on the plants 
are big enough for egg punctures. 

At any rate, following Dr. Jordan’s 
advice could add hundreds of thousands 
of dollars of income to the Georgia cot- 
ton farmers’ till. And that’s good busi- 
ness, any way you look at it.

Truce Is Not End 
Of Hot War Threat 


It is vitally important the Ameri- 
can people understand that a truce in 
Korea means only the first step in a 
long and trying period ahead of us. 

- It will not mean an end to the cold 
War nor an end to the threat of a 
hot war. 

It will mean that a beginning has 
‘been made toward achieving settle- 
ment of some of the major differences 
between the East and West. There may 
never be a final settlement of all of 
them. Whatever agreements are 
reached may be achieved only after 
compromise and strains that tax our 
“patience. 

But a Korean truce would be a 
milestone. It would mark success for 
the motives that prompted us to inter- 
vene there in the first place—to se- 
cure ourselves by opposing aggression. 

We did not enter Korea in a war of 
‘conquest, but to back up.our policy 
of “containment” of Communist ag- 
gression. We demonstrated our willing- 
ness to support that policy with force. 
We served notice to the Soviet Union 
that we are aware of what she is up to 
and that no longer would she be un- 
opposed. 

Those who have advocated an atom- 
fe holy war against the Iron Curtain 
have been rejected by the previous ad- 


ministration and by President Eisen- 
hower. Our policy is still one of “‘con- 
tainment” as the alternative to world 
destruction. 

President Eisenhower, in his report 
to the nation Wednesday night, ex- 
pressed the American approach as 
clearly and simply as we have heard it: 
“The problem of world peace cannot be 
solved by cutting a knot—it must be 
untied slowly and laboriously.” 

And that is what we are still trying 
to do. That was the purpose of the Ko- 
rean intervention, of the Marshall Plan, 
of aid to Greece and Turkey, the Point 
Four program, NATO and all he other 
processes, slow and expensive, but even 
less expensive than would be an 
atomic war. 

No, a Korean truce will not mean 
peace. 

It will mean that a strong pull at 
the tangled knot of world affairs has 
reached its climax. We must continue 
to work at its untying, “slowly and 
laboriously.”’

Why Not Run Schools 


On Year-Round Basis? 


A composite committee of school leaders 
and businessmen is being set up to make 
a study and make recommendations for a 
10-year educational program. The com- 
mittee will recommend a long-range pro- 
gram which will be a “must” for Geor- 
gia’s lawmakers. This committee would do 
well to study the part-time use of costly 
educational facilities. In other words, at- 
tack the problem from a business stand- 
point. 


School teachers are paid 12 months in 
the year for nine months’ work and costly 
school buildings are not used on Saturdays 
and for three months in the summer. Teach- 
ers, parents and children would probably 
offer objections to the operation of schools 
on a 12 months’ basis, but there is no sound 
reason why school] facilities should lie fal- 
low, so to speak, for three months in the 
summer. The practice of giving summer 
vacations to school children goes back to 
the time when children were needed on the 
farm to help work and gather the crops. 
The importance of education to the youth 
of Georgia has made work on the farm for 
children of secondary consideration. 


The fellow who advocates the operation 
of the common school systems in Georgia 
on a 12-months’ basis would not win a popu- 
larity contest, we dare say, but in this day 
and time when the demand is made for 
increased teachers’ salaries and better 
school buildings it would be well to get on 
a business basis and get the most out of the 
tax dollar being spent for education.

President 
Eisenhower’s letter of 
Sunday to the Korean 
president ignores’ the 
latter’s request that 
Communist Chinese 
— forces be withdrawn 
“ial from North Korea as 
» a condition of the 
_ armistice. 

If the Korean government doesn’t sign 
the armistice, will the Communist authori- 
ties accept a document that doesn’t bind 
all its military opponents? 


This situation has been caused by a 
peace-at-any-price policy begun in June, 
1951, by the Truman administration, and 
now about to be validated by the Ejisen- 
hower administration unless the South 
Koreans can exercise sufficient leverage 
at the last moment to reopen one impor- 
tant part of the armistice terms—namely, 
the composition or strength of the forces 
to remain on both sides. 


The South Korean government does not 
object to the continued presence of the 
North Korean Communist army in Korea 
during the period of the truce, but wants 
the Chinese out. It believes all Korea can 
eventually be united if the issue is left to 
the Koreans themselves. 


The South Korean authorities also be- 
lieve the Communist leaders in Peiping are 
really anxious for an end to the fighting 
because their supply problem has become 
very critical. 

The South Korean government regards 
the present truce as in actuality the final 
peace terms despite the coming of a 
‘political conference’ to be called in 90 
days by the United Nations in_ which 
‘‘peace terms”’ are to be negotiated. Hav- 
Ing seen an armistice ‘‘negotiation’’ last 
for two years, the Koreans say a “‘political 
conference’’ could last five to 10 years and 
meanwhile the Korean republic would be 
helpless to rebuild its country. 


If the truce is accepted and Communist 
Chinese troops are permitted to remain in 
North Korea, South Korea will be weak- 
ened and ultimately swallowed up by the 
Communists, particularly’if America comes 
along with the same kind of device that 
destroyed the morale of Chiang Kai-shek’s 
following—namely, a proposal of ‘‘coali- 
tion’’ with the Communists in the govern- 
ment. That’s the way Nationalist China 
was ‘‘sold down the river’ by the Truman 
administration. The Koreans fear they will 
be subjected to the same treatment. 


If the Communists are to win anyway 
by the device of divided Korea, the present 
government in South Korea has felt all 
along it was better to go down fighting.

Excellent Work 


LONDON—Hereunder please find a sa- 
lute, probably inadequate, to a good but 
sorely misunderstood American public 
servant named Perle Mesta. 


Her personality, integrity, sense of val- 
ues and determined efforts as U. S. Min- 
ister to Luxembourg during the past four 

years became so fused 
in the public’s mind 
with Ethel Merman’s 
broad slapstick inter- 
pretation in the musi- 
cal comedy and movie 
“Call Me Madam,”’ that 
Mrs. Mesta’s task was 
made doubly difficult. 
We called on her the 
other day at 47 Gros- 
venor Square and found 
her freshly in receipt 
of a handsomely bound volume of good 
wishes from Luxembourgers. 


“‘Madam Minister,” says the dedica- 
tion, ‘“‘You came to Luxembourg to serve 
as an office link between your country 
and ours. Your reputation had preceded 
you, but upon arrival you enhanced it by 
a special charm that won all our hearts. 


“You became for us a symbol of the 
peaceful aims pursued by your country. 
The gratitude and affection of a people 
who will never forget you wherever you 
may go.’’ 


“I was sorry to leave,” the ex-minister 
sighed. ‘They are such fine people; such 
good friends of our country. 


“It was the most rewarding experience 
of my life, that job. I gave it whatever 
[ had. Nobody has yet been appointed to 
fill my place. But I hope the President 
sees fit to send a woman.” 


Last Christmas the nuns of Luxem- 
bourg’s orphanages brought 900 orphans 
(practically the entire crop of the country) 
to see her. She had quietly dipped deep 
in her personal funds to provide something 
special for them at Christmas time, and 
this was their way of thanking her. 


During Mrs. Mesta’s stay she held open 
house for a total of 20,000 GIs stationed 
here and there through Western Europe. 
The only invitation needed was a uniform. 
She never knew how many or how few 
would arrive, or at what time of day or 
night. Twelve hundred showed up one day, 
near the end of her stay. 


“Vote as United States citizens.” Mrs. 
Mesta said. ‘‘Vote as you please. I do.” 

Her Luxembourg-U. S. exchange of stu- 
dents, personally financed, is one of the 
great works of her life. And one of her 
great memories, by the way, is the little 
group of orphans who told her: 

‘‘How sad it is that there is a 14th of 
April this year.’’ That was the date she 
was told she would be relieved as minister.

Pulse of the Public 


Better Service Offered as 
To the Problems of Transit Company 


Atlanta—It is with much irritation, but 
no surprise, that I have been hearing and 
reading the latest blurbs of the Atlanta 
Transit Co. for increased fares. They claim 
that they must have more revenue or they 
cannot exist. Let's examine this a bit. 


About three years ago the cash fare was 
10 cents and tokens sold three for 25 cents. 
Today cash fare is 15 cents and tokens are 
two for 25 cents—an increase of 50 per cent 
in both categories. 

They mention the improvements (not 
specified) they want to make. Sounds 
familiar, doesn’t it? Seems like we've 
heard that sort of thing in connection with 
every request for fare increase during the 
last four years. What improvements were 
made? Maybe I can offer a sample. 

Last Friday night I and several others 
waited in front of the Sears Store on Ponce 
de Leon from 8:28 until 9:05 before a bus 
arrived. Then I transferred at Moreland, 
and again waited almost half an hour be- 
fore a northbound bus came along. So it 
took me an hour and 15 minutes to travel 
about a mile and a half! If that is a 
sample of the improvement in service that 
went with the last fare increases, would it 
be too much to suggest that we revert 
back ‘‘before improvements’’? 

ATC will of course cite the various cities 
where fares are higher than here in Atlanta, 
but I am sure their hst can be matched 
with a longer one of cities as large or 
larger than Atlanta where fares are no 
higher, or even lower. 

It is my belief that in the franchise 
under which ATC operates there is a stipu- 
Jation that a certain standard of transpor- 
tation service must be maintained. I’ve 
never seen it, but I’m sure it is there and 
am equally sure that it calls for a service 
the public of Atlanta is not receiving. 

May I offer a counter-suggestion. It is 
that the president of ATC, the directors, 
and particularly the chap who writes those 
articles in ‘‘Two Bells’’ regarding the 
wonderful transportation service, put their 
Cadillacs in storage for six months and 
ride the trolley busses exclusively. Then 
we might see how they feel about the 
“‘Toonerville Trolley’? service we common 
folks get, and whether or not that service 
deserves increased revenue.

See You Through 


Every person has some kind of a handf- 
cap. Some people use their handicaps as 
an excuse for not trying and for failure. 
But great people refuse to let their handi- 
caps handicap. Helen Keller, though blind 
and deaf from infancy, has written: “TI 
thank God for my handicaps, for through 
them I have found myself, my work and 
my God.’’ The ‘‘Halle- 3 ga 
Jujah Chorus”’ was writ- eee 
ten by Handel, who at 
the time was 56 years 
old, poor and suffering 
from a paralyzed right 
side and right arm. 

Beethoven, the son 
of a poor, drunken fa- 
ther, became deaf at 
28. At the first per- 
formance of his Ninth 
Symphony, he could not 
hear the thunder of applause. 
mind could he hear the music. 

Millet, the French painter, completed his 
famous ‘‘Angelus’’ under the most depress- 
ing conditions. ‘‘We have only enough fuel 
to last us for two or three days,” he 
wrote, ‘‘and we don’t know how we are 
going to get any more, for they won’t let 
us have any without money.’ Yet from 
such circumstances came one of the most 
soul-satisfying pictures to be found. 

In the last year of her life, Catherine 
Booth said she could not remember one 
day free from pain. Robert Louis Steven- 
son wrote stories of heroism while tuber- 
culosis had him by the throat. Sir Walter 
Scott was incurably lame and Lord Byron 
was a cripple from his youth. Ignatius 
Loyola, who founded the Jesuit order, was 
in lifelong pain. 

When 3-year-old Louis Braille was bor- 
ing holes with an awl in a heavy piece of 
leather, the awl slipped and blinded him 
for life. Seventeen years later, the totally 
blind youth invented the Braille system, 
making it possible for blind people all over 
the world to read. 

Roland Hayes, the Negro singer, was 
told by Sir George Henschel: ‘“‘You don't 
sing with a cold, you sing around it.’’ That 
counsel helped Hayes, who had been unable 
to give a good performance because of a 
bad cold. So with a handicap, you don’t 
live with it so much as you live around it 
and in spite of it. 

There is such a thing as the law of com- 
pensation. If a person loses one arm, the 
other arm usually becomes much stronger 
than otherwise it would have. A blind per- 
son usually develops a stronger memory. 
A deaf person develops a greater ability 
to see and to understand. Whatever one’s 
weakness might be, usually there is a come 
pensating strength which might be devel- 
oped to more than cancel out the handicap 
of the weakness. 

God did not remove the thorn from St. 
Paul’s flesh, but God did give him the grace 
to bear it. And Paul said, ‘“‘When I am 
weak, then I am strong’? (2 Cor. 12:12). 
Don't give away to your weakness, instead 
concentrate on your strength.

WASHINGTON, June 7—— 
Following is the text of Pres&.- 
dent Eisenhower's letter to Syng- 
man Rhee, president of South 
Korea, as released by the White

Dear Mr. President: 
| 


I received on June 2 the 
bled text of your communication 
dated Mav 30. I have given it 
the careful and sympathetic con- 
sideration it deserves. 

The Republic of Korea has en- 
gaged all of its resources, hu- 
mian and material, in a struggle 
which will go down in history 
as one of the epic struggles 
of all time. You have dedicated 
your all without reservation to 
the principles that human lib- 
erty and national liberty must 
survive against Communist ag- 
gression which tramples upon hu- 
man dignity and which replaces 
n2tional sovereignty with a hu- 
miliating .satellite status.

For Your 


Weight

Could it be that the bulk of 
cartoonists are getting along 
toward middle age and the 
well-known spread? So many 
of the cartoons are on some 
angle of diet or overweight. 
Maybe you saw that one of the 
man and his wife at the table 
« - . With the wife standing on 
the scales watching the point- 
er with a mouthful of food. 
Her husband is saying, ‘‘Some- 
times I think you carry this 
dieting too far.’’ 

CALORIE COUNTING 

If that’s her idea of calorie 
counting, she’s off on the wrong 
foot anyway. The full effect of 
excess calories will not register 
on the scales until the next day. 
The time to check up on the hot 
buttered biscuits and chocolate 
eclair is the following morning. 

In spite of all the cartoons, 
however, you scarcely ever see 
a hefty overweight weighing 
herself on a public penny ma- 
chine. For one thing, she likes 
to strip off everything that 
might possibly make her weight 
a littler higher. 

FACE OVERWEIGHT 

In a class by themselves are 
those who know they are over- 
weight, but would rather not 
know how much. Years go by 
without their getting anywhere 
near a scale. At the other ex- 
treme are the ones who weigh 
several times a day to see if 
there is any change. 

Twice a week is often enough 
to weigh when you are on a 
diet. What you want is a 
trend, not the daily variations 
of the scales. However, one au- 
thority advocates this for keep- 
ing weight controlled... 
Weigh every morning. If.the 
pointer is up so much as half 
a pound, eat lightly that day. 

The best time to weigh is 
early morning before breakfast. 
You may be interested to know 
that Dagmar, whose weight 
*‘fluctuates,’’ advises all dieters 
to strictly avoid the scales late 
in the day and suggests that it’s 
most discouraging to weigh in 
the evening. It’s true that 
there may be a temporary va- 
riation of a couple of pounds 
between the morning and eve- 
ning weighing.

Evelyn Greenblatt, the pleasant young woman who teaches 
people to fly and runs an airplane charter service out at the 
airport, was the only Atlanta woman slated to take off in the All- 
Women’s International Air Race from Welland, Ontario, to New 
Smyrna Beach, Fla., next Thursday. 

Now, it seems, Miss Greenblatt isn't going to fly in the race 
because she can’t leave her business here for the 10 days involved 
in. getting ready to race, racing and then sticking around for a 
post-race celebration. 


In a way it’s too bad because it would have been nice to have 
had a local winner but Miss Greenblatt is going down for the 
meeting of the Ninety Nines, Inc., the women pilots’ organization 
Which sponsors the race, and I hope that boosts her spirits. 


She needs a boost badly when she considers how few of the 
many women hereabouts who have private pilot's licenses fly any 
more. 


“They just don't keep it up,’’ she told me. “‘I don't know why. 
I love flying and I can't imagine doing any other kind of work. In 
other sections of the country there are many women fliers who 
really work at it. Maybe it’s lost its glamour, I don't know.’’ 

The lady aviator has a point there. I haven't heard a teen-age 
girl say she was going to grow up to be an aviator in years. I 
don't rightly know what a teen-age girl dreams of doing now 
when she wants to frighten her family out of its wits and shock her 
friends.
